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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To maintain the pumping-up efficiency high through an extended 
term by 

turning over a change-over valve provided at each of the meeting points of 
passages to reverse the direction in which cooling water flows through the 
passages each, whereby flushing out the seaweeds and other dusts which have 
been dislodged on a suction port and its girders. 

CONSTITUTION: Where the first to third change-over valves 18, 23 and 24 are 
turned over to form a flow circuit (a), water of which is sucked from a suction 
port 5 by a pump 8 runs through passages 15, 17, 21 and 19B sequentially and 
then enters an air cooler 2, a clean water cooler 3 and a lubricating oil 
cooler 4 to perform heat-exchange in each of them. The water is drained via 
passages 20 and 16 into another suction port 6 so as to flush out the dust or 
the like which is stuck to the interior of the suction port 6, a strainer 9 and 
a girder 7. When each of the change-over valves 18, 23 and 24 are turned over 
via a sequencer 20 by the output of a timer 30 after a specified lapse from the 
flushing to form a revers flow circuit (b), the water is reversed and drained 
via the coolers 2 to 4 into the suction port 5, whereby flushing the strainer 9 
and the girders 7 in the similar manner as above. 
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
